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PASTORAL PERSPECTIVE 



In the midst of preparation and presentation of the first 
quarter budget information, I was once again amazed at 
God's blessing, leading, and forming of our Faith Commu- 
nity! In response to one of the questions during the pres- 
entation, I commented that God-Holy Spirit has, is, and 
will continue to lead our congregation. 

Two Bible stories come to mind: Moses and J ethro 
(Exodus 18) and J esus sending out the seventy-two (Luke 
10:1-24). In the first, Moses visits his father-in-law, 
J ethro, and tells of all the wondrous things God has 
done. Then J ethro observes Moses and he tells Moses 
how to make his ministry more effective - delegation! 
"Teach them the decrees and laws, and show them the 
way to live and the duties they are to perform." v 20. In 
the second, Jesus appoints seventy-two and sends them 
out in pairs. As the Council and staff positions have de- 
veloped, I see both delegation and two-by-two becoming 
the characteristic. 

Our Executive Committee (President, Vice President, 
Treasurer, and Secretary) has two new people and two 
seasoned people who concentrate on matters that allow 
the ministries to focus on their individual ministry. Each 
ministry (Education, Fellowship, Outreach, Pastoral Care, 
Property, Stewardship, Worship & Music, and Youth) has 
a Council Chairperson and a staff counter-part. The 
Council chairperson and the staff representative work 
together to lead, guide, and manage the work of the in- 
dividual ministry. Ultimately, God (Father- Son-Holy 
Spirit) is leading and prompting us but it is not through 
the efforts of any one human. 

Our pastoral team has changed with Pastor Bruce for- 
mally "retiring." However, I see God's leading in our 
midst. We are blessed with three congregational mem- 
bers that are "retired" pastors: Todd and Tyger Penson 
and Michael O'Grady. They are excited to be "back" in 
ministry. (If we examine Luther's position here - we are 
all in ministry wherever we find ourselves as the 
"priesthood of all believers".) With Dan and myself as 
"formally called" leaders, Todd, Tyger, and Michael as 
veteran ordained leaders, along with our many trained 
Stephen Ministers, I believe God has arranged our pas- 
toral team. 

From an individual ministry perspective, I see God's hand 
arranging our teams. In alphabetical not hierarchical 
order since the kingdom of God has a pretty flat struc- 
ture (God and all of God's children): 

Education: We are learning! It is pretty much impossible 
to escape education in our midst! Mary Konicek and

am excited about the opportunities that will once again 
present themselves in "Summer of Gifts" Sunday school 
in J une, J uly, and August. 

Fellowship: We are getting to know one another! If you 
were at any of the soup supper or the Seder meals you 
saw what fellowship, led byTanja Nelson and supported 
by many, many volunteers, has done to increase the 
opportunities to relate with one another and get to 
know our fellow brothers and sisters in Christ. 

Outreach: We are blessing others outside our walls! 
This summer and fall we will launch Kids Hope USA 
where 10 to 15 mentors will interact with students at 
Sanborn Elementary. Thirty ministries that we support 
participated in our Outreach Fair. Many others could 
not attend. The Outreach committee, lead by Kim 
Scruggs with support from Diana Phelan and a host of 
volunteers, is working to make our efforts even more 
effective. 

Pastoral Care: We are so blessed! I mentioned Stephen 
Ministry earlier. Couple this with the Prayer Shawl min- 
istry and praver-chain@fclc.org , Stephanie Mason with 
the support of J anelle Olson and many, many volunteers 
make a significant impact in the "faith-health" of our 
congregation. 

Property: We couldn't look better! Mike Brockman 
with Bob Thoman and a host of volunteers make and 
keep this a place inviting to those that don't know God 
and a sacred, safe, comfortable place for those that do. 

Stewardship: We are truly blessed - thanks be to God! 
Our first quarter was "counter-cultural" (the economy is 
down, but our first quarter offerings were up over all 
previous years), but I suppose most of Jesus' teachings 
were counter-cultural! Tom Kramer with Susan Moller 
and volunteers keep us mindful of God's gifts to us. 
They are planning educational opportunities in the sum- 
mer and fall. 

Worship and Music: We are maturing! The excitement 
of worship. ..the blessing of music. ..the presence of God 
in our midst: Thank you Lord! Miles Olson is with Diane 
Sell and many too numerous to count, are building a 
solid basis for us to do even more! I am excited about 
our summer program that will include a Performing Arts 
camp where our youth (grade 3-12) will learn how their 
talents may be used to express their love for God. The 
fall will probably bring added services since worship 
attendance is growing. .again. How God has blessed and 
how will we be led!

BIOGRAPHY OF 
TYGER PENSON 



This fall Pastor Tyger Penson celebrates 25 years of or- 
dained ministry! She has started three new mission 
churches: the first in Wilsonville, OR and the last in Hot 
Springs Village, AR. In McDonough, GA she and Todd 
worked together on a new start/ redevelopment project 
church. Each of these churches was started by going 
door-to-door inviting people to come and be part of 
God's great adventure. 

She began her ordained ministry at First Lutheran 
Church in Ault, CO in 1984. In 1987, she and Todd went 
to Liberia, Africa where she was the pastor of a large 
English/ Kpelle language congregation that worshiped 
500 per Sunday plus four smaller parishes including a 
Leprosy Center. She was also the Superintendent of a K 
-12 Lutheran school with 375 students and a staff of 15. 
During this time, she also taught at the Gbarnga School 
of Theology; including Church History, Homiletics 
(preaching), and Christian Education, and supervised 
theological students who were writing their theses. In 
2004, she and Todd shared an interim call to Vilnius, 
Lithuania as pastors of the International, Inter- 
denominational English speaking congregation and 
served as interim pastors in Albuquerque, NM in 2007. 

Prior to the pastoral ministry, Tyger taught in the Mid- 
dle and Senior High schools in Washington State and in 
Greeley, CO. She also served as a secretary in several 
positions. Both Tyger and Todd were house-parents for 
emotionally disturbed and juvenile delinquents at Beth- 
any Home in Moline, Illinois. They were foster parents 
for children in Alberta and together, she and Todd 
opened their home in New Westminster, BC to the city 
as a Remand Home for youth— which meant that the 
police would bring the young people to their home in- 
stead of putting them in prison until the courts and so- 
cial systems could decide what to do with them. 

Her love of travel and living in various places is well- 
known. She really enjoys the experience of meeting 
and getting to know other people, cultures, and places. 
Tyger also likes to read, hike in the mountains or along 
the beaches, work-out (in Estes Park) three times a 
week, write, bake and cook healthful foods, decorate 
and design homes, sing, and bowl. 

Tyger and Todd have four children, all married. Two of 
these families live in Colorado and two live in Washing- 
ton State. Both Todd and Tyger help at their daugh- 
ter's bulk mail and business services establishment in 
Greeley called "Consider It There". They have been 
married a long time and she says, "We plan on keeping 
it that way!" 



Tyger appreciates FCLC and is happy when she can be of 
help spreading the Good News of God's love for all peo- 
ple. "I look forward to being on the Pastoral Staff of 
FCLC. Please pray for the leadership of Faith Commu- 
nity that God's Spirit might be at work furthering God's 
Kingdom through those who serve," says Tyger. 



BIOGRAPHY OF 
TODD PENSON 



Todd Penson is a retired ELCA pastor who, during his 
ministry career, served churches in Alberta and British 
Columbia, Canada before returning to the United States 
for ministries in Washington, California, and Greeley, 
Colorado. He and his wife Tyger, who is also an ELCA 
pastor, served as missionaries in Liberia, Africa for 
three years. There, Todd was the Chaplain of Phebe 
Hospital, taught ethics to the nursing students, super- 
vised evangelists in 25 preaching points, and taught part 
-time at the Gbarnga School of Theology. 

Since their return home from Africa, Pastor Todd has 
served as an interim pastor in Washington and Oregon, 
and then under pastoral calls in Oregon, Georgia, and 
Arkansas prior to retiring in 2003. 

Todd's educational endeavors include advanced studies 
at the Vancouver School of Theology and St. Thomas 
Catholic Seminary. Both Todd and Tyger did studies at 
the Mennonite Brethren Biblical Seminary and the 
Graduate Theological Seminary in Berkeley. They also 
did their course work for Doctor of Ministry in Evangel- 
ism at Luther Seminary in St. Paul, MN. 

In addition to regular pastoral ministry, Todd and Tyger 
established and ran a group home for teenage girls 
called Luther Home in British Columbia. Todd also 
worked one year at a behavior modification home for 
teenagers in Oregon. 

Upon retiring, they moved to Estes Park where they 
lived until their move to Longmont in 2007. They 
served an interim ministry together in Vilnius, Lithuania 
in 2004 and one in Albuquerque, NM in 2007. 

Todd enjoys renovating houses, hiking, golfing, bowling, 
working out at a health club, and traveling in the U.S.A. 
and abroad. He currently is involved at FCLC in the 
choir and as a member of the Outreach Committee. 

He and Tyger participated in mission service trips to 
New Orleans, Liberia, and recently to Nicaragua. This 
summer they will be volunteer workers helping to run a 
B&B for Holden Village, a Lutheran Retreat facility in 
Washington State. 

Pastor Todd is looking forward to helping Pastor Dan in a 
variety of ministry tasks, especially beginning in the fall 
after he returns from Holden Village.
